A police officer stated this week that 


he has been on the police force for thir- 
teen years and last Saturday night was 
the first Saturday night that he has not 
seen a single drunk on the streets. 
There is no question about Newport 
being closed up tight, and it seems to 
be impossible for oven the veteran 
rounders to buy a drink of any descrip- 
tion. Some of the men in uniform con- 
tinue to come back to Newport after 
visiting some of the neighboring cities 
more or less under the influence of 
liquor, and the authorities are begin- 
ning to realize that all the iniquities 
that were charged to Newport did not 
pioperly belong here.

In order that the short supply of

This percentage was at- 
tained by eradual stages, finally becom- 
ing imperative on February 24. 
The 


time that will elapse before the new 
rate of substitution becomes effective 
will enable bakers to make the neces- 
sary experiments and work out new for- 
mulas and methods for producing Vic- 
tory Bread. 


To enable every baker in the country 


to use these substitutes, successfully, a 
nation-wideicampaign of education has 
been planned by the National Technical 
Service Committee. 
This committee 


presented its plan at a conference of 
three hundred .representative bakers 
from 43 states, which took place in Chi- 
cago recently and it received unanimous 
endorsement.
